STATISTICS (ASCCSS), Issued October 1990 
REVISION 1.02 


Since the publication of the Australian Standard 
Classification of Countries for Social Statistics 
(ASCCSS) on October 16, 1990, developments in 
Europe and the former USSR have resulted in 
political changes that necessitate revision of the 
ASCCSS. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


For some time a number of the six constituent 
republics of Yugoslavia have been seeking 
international recognition as independent nation 
states. This resulted in the European Community 
recognising the independence of the former republics 
of Croatia and Slovenia on 15 January, 1992. On 16 
January, 1992, Australia formally recognised Croatia 
and Slovenia as independent states and has moved to 
establish diplomatic relations with these countries. 


The recognition of Croatia and Slovenia by the 
Australian government necessitates a number of 
amendments to the ASCCSS. These amendments, 
along with the other amendments outlined in this 
document, comprise Revision 1.02 of the 
classification and have been made using the methods 
outlined on pages 5 and 6 of the Explanatory Notes 
of the ASCCSS publication (Version 1.0). Revision 
1.01 dealt with the unification of Germany and was 
published concurrently with the ASCCSS. 


The third level unit 2212, Yugoslavia (which 
consisted of the two former republics Croatia and 
Slovenia, and the four remaining republics Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, Macedonia, Montenegro and Serbia) is 
deleted from Minor Group 22, Southern Europe. The 
three sovereign states now comprising the former 
Yugoslavia are added to Minor Group 22, Southern 
Europe.

The revised structure of Minor Group 22, Southern

The code 2220 represents the ‘Former Yugoslavia 
not further defined’ and can be used to code vague 
responses in statistical collections which cannot be 
coded to any other category. The code 2212, 
although not now appearing in the classification 
structure can be used as a re-code for the sum of the 
three new countries and 2220, the ‘not further 
defined’ code, to facilitate the production of time 
series data. 


As outlined on page 8 of the Explanatory Notes, the 
ASCCSS classification units have been assigned the 
3-digit numeric country codes of the International 
Organization for Standardization (ISO), to facilitate 
input processing of statistical collections. As the 
ISO Maintenance agency has not yet allocated codes 
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to the new country units, and is unlikely to do so in 
the near future, the ABS has allocated the following 
codes from the list of user-assigned codes made 
available by the ISO:

The ABS has allocated the code 992 to represent the 
‘Former Yugoslavia not further defined’. This is 
used to code vague responses in statistical collections 
which cannot be coded to any other category. The 
code of the former Yugoslavia, 890, can be used as a 
re-code for the sum of the three new countries and 
992, the ‘not further defined’ code, to facilitate the 
production of time series data. 


THE USSR AND THE BALTIC STATES 


The Australian government now recognises the 
independence of all the former Soviet Republics 
(with the exception of Georgia) and the Baltic States. 
It has established diplomatic relations with the Baltic 
States (Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia), Russia and 
Ukraine, and is moving to establish diplomatic 
relations with the other former republics. 


The ASCCSS separately identifies the Baltic States 
and the former Soviet Republics. Therefore, 
although the status of these entities has changed, the 
content of the classification is still correct, and the 
Classification codes of the units remain unchanged. 
However, the names of the Major Group and Minor 
Group in which these newly recognised countries lie 
are no longer correct and have been changed to 
accurately reflect their content. The amended names 
of the groups are: 


Major Group: 
Z Europe and the Former USSR 
Minor Group: 
26 The Former USSR and the Baltic States 


Although the content of the classification has not 
changed, the names the newly independent countries 
use to identify themselves internationally are 
different, in some instances, to those used in the 
ASCCSS. The new names are as follows: 


Belarus (formerly Byelorussia) 
Kyrgyzstan (formerly Kirghizia) 
Moldova (formerly Moldavia) 
Tadjikistan (formerly Tadzhikistan) 


As the ISO had not previously allocated codes to the 
individual Soviet Republics and Baltic States (except 
for Byelorussia and Ukraine which have been 


members of the United Nations since 1945), the ABS 
allocated 3-digit numeric codes from the series made 
available for user-assigned codes. The ISO has now 
allocated codes to these newly independent countries 
as follows:

ISO code 810 previously represented the ‘USSR and 
the Baltic States not further defined’ and was used to 
code vague responses not codable to any other entity 
in the group. It now represents the ‘Former USSR 
and the Baltic States not further defined’ and is used 
for the same purpose. 


OTHER AMENDMENTS 


A number of other changes and corrections of a less 
significant nature also need to be made to the 
ASCCSS. It is expedient to incorporate these into 
this revision. 


Samoa i Sisifo 

The Coding Index entry Samoa i Sisifo is incorrectly 
coded to 1605 - Samoa, American in the ASCCSS. 
It should be coded to 1606 - Samoa, Western. 


Ireland 


The correct name for this country is ‘Ireland’, not the 
‘Republic of Ireland’ as in the ASCCSS 
Classification structure. 


Burma (Myanmar) 

This country is called Myanmar in the ASCCSS. As 
it is Often also referred to as Burma, the name of this 
country unit is amended to Burma (Myanmar). 


IMPLEMENTATION 


A specification of amendments required because of 
the changes outlined above is attached. 





Although influenced by factors such as processing 
cycles, users are urged to implement the amendments 
detailed in this paper as soon as possible after the 
official ABS date of effect, which is the date of issue 
of this revision document. This will facilitate the 
maintenance of the ASCCSS as an Australian 
standard.

All of the amendments detailed in this revision 
document have been incorporated into Version 1.02 
of the ASCCSS on floppy disk (ABS Catalogue No. 
1270.0).

ASCCSS REVISION 1.02 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


The section describing the Classification Units, on pages 3 and 4, states that for 
the most part the base level units of the ASCCSS are independent countries, but 
that in a few instances units not of the order of countries are included to meet 
the needs of users. The constituent republics of the USSR are given as one of 
the examples of administrative subdivisions of countries being included at the 
base level of the classification. This example is no longer appropriate, as the 
former Soviet Republics and the Baltic States are now fully independent 
countries. 


The number of third level country units, stated on pages 4 and 5, has been 
revised to 248, including 3 residual categories. One unit was deleted upon the 
unification of Germany (see Revision 1.01), and three units have been added 
and one deleted in this revision. 


THE CLASSIFICATION STRUCTURE 


In Minor Group 21, The United Kingdom and Ireland, change the name of 
country unit 2107 from ‘Ireland, Republic of’ to ‘Ireland’. (Page 25.) 


Delete the country unit 2212, Yugoslavia, from Minor Group 22, Southern 
Europe. Add country units, 2222 - Croatia, 2226 - Slovenia, and 2232 - 
Yugoslavia to Minor Group 22, Southern Europe. (Page 25.) 


Change the name of Major Group 2, ‘Europe and the USSR’ to ‘Europe and the 
Former USSR’. Change the name of Minor Group 26, ‘The USSR and the 
Baltic States’ to “The Former USSR and the Baltic States’. (Pages 15, 23, 24, 
25 and 26.) 


In Minor Group 26, the USSR and the Baltic States, make the following name 
changes (page 26):

In the list of Supplementary Codes change the name of 2000, ‘Europe and the 
USSR (not further defined)’ to ‘Europe and the Former USSR (not further 
defined)’. Change the name of 2600, ‘The USSR and the Baltic States (not 
further defined)’ to “The Former USSR and the Baltic States (not further 
defined)’. (Page 55.)

Amendments because of changes in the USSR 


As the former Soviet Republics and the Baltic States are separately identified in 
the ASCCSS, the ASCCSS codes for index entries coded to these newly 
independent countries remain unchanged. However, the ISO has allocated 
official ISO numeric codes to the former republics of the USSR and the Baltic 
States. These codes replace the user assigned ISO codes previously used. The 
ISO codes for Belarus (formerly Byelorussia) and the Ukraine remain 
unchanged as these entities have always been members of the United Nations.
